Revamped 
Ohio Budget 
Up For Vote 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Both 
houses of the General Assembly vote 
today on a compromise version of 
Democratic Gov. John Gilligan’s $9.9 
billion budget bill with approval pre­ 
dicted. 


Numerous changes were made in the 
massive document which will finance 
state operations starting July I, but 
there was very little change in the 
am ount 
of 
spending 
originally 
proposed by the administration. 


It was more a m atter of priorities 
being arranged. 


Basically, Senate Hepublicaas were 
successful in rearranging revenue 
estimates and adding $50 million in tax 
relief and $43 million in increased 
educational spending. Democrats won 
back a big chunk of cuts the GOP 
Senate made in the administration’s 
initial budget requests. 


Both sides could claim lesser vic­ 
tories on other issues. 


An $81 million appropriation for aid 
to parochial schools was retained in 
the measure despite a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision Monday that seemed to 
invalidate 
a tax credit plan the 
legislature devised to allocate the 
funds. 


The committee cut from $85 million 
to $50 million the amount allocated for 
tax relief. Instead of a IO per cent cut 
in state income bills of working 
couples filing joint returns— across 
the board—the committee determined 
that the biggest reductions would go to 
couples in the lowest income brackets. 


The bill now provides that couples 
with 
combined annual income of 
$10,000 or less will get a 20 per cent 
reduction. 


Those who earn from $10,000 to 
$20,000 would get a reduction of 12 per 
cent, while couples making $20,000 or 
more would get a tax break of 5 per 
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cent. Total cost of the income tax relief 
is estimated at $44 million. 
The committee also voted to expand 
the homestead exemption currently 
provided in the property tax law for 
homeowners 65 or older. Instead of 
limiting the exemption to couples with 
$8,000 or less annual income, the in­ 
come ceiling would be increased to 
$10,000. That part of the tax relief 
would cost $6 million. 
The s ta te ’s new E nvironm ental 
Protection Agency, which received 
some of the sharpest budget cuts in the 
Senate, won back a substantial portion 
of its original allocation. 
The committee put back $6 million of 
the $16 million senators had cut, giving 
the agency $21 million for the 1973-1975 
biennium. That is more than double 
the agency’s present allocation.

The committee also restored all or 
part of special subsidies cut by the 
Senate for Cleveland State University, 
$1 million; Wright State University, 
$350,000; Miami University, $200,000; 
university branch campuses, $800,000, 
and county boards of education. 
The committee put in $1 million in 
new money to cover expenses an­ 
ticipated in the phasing out Cleveland 
State Hospital.

The cuts made in Gilligan’s original 
budget total about $63.8 million in the 
conference committee bill, compared 
to $100 million as the measure left the 
Senate. 
Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, said 
he carefully studied 
the 
changes 
worked out between the House and 
Senate and concluded: “It’s a draw .” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ousted 
White House counsel John W. Dean III 
told the Senate Watergate committee 
today he took no notes of some m eet­ 
ings with President Nixon because 
“some of the things that were being 
said in these meetings...were very 
incriminating to the President." 
Answering a series of White House 
questions posed through Sen. Daniel K. 
Inouye, DHawaii, Dean said he did not 
want 
docum ents 
recording 
his 
presidential meetings because the 
White House had a problem with in­ 
formation becoming public. 
Pressed for his recollection of a key 
meeting with Nixon on Sept. 15, 1972, 
Dean said he could not repeat the exact 
words used by Nixon, but said his mind 
“certainly perceives the 
message 
being given.” 
Dean said conversations in the 
meetings included discussions of such 
m atters as clemency for E. Howard 
Hunt and payoffs for convicted 
Watergate defendants, all mentioned 
earlier during his previous three days 
of testimony. 
In response to White House* questions 
about how Dean was able to remember 
what had happened several months or 
a year ago, Dean said he had kept a file 
of newspaper stories that often acted 
as a “trigger" to his memory. 
Dean testified he has no knowledge 
that John I). Ehrliehman, Nixon’s 
former top domestic auk*, had prior 
knowledge of the Watergate break-in. 
Inouye was posing a 
series of 
questions prepared by 
J. Fred 
Buzhardt, special counsel to the White 
House. 
The questions followed up on a 
complex White House memo read by 
Inouye Wednesday 
which accused 
Dean of being a man ready to sacrifice 
the President to save himself from jail, 
and which also abandoned any White 
House support for former attorney 
general and Nixon campaign chief 
John N. Mitchell. 
Dean has steadily refused since 
presenting his six-hour case Monday to 
recant his story that Nixon and his 
chief aides, particularly Ehrliehman 
and H. R. Haldeman, were fully aware 
of the lengthy and elaborate cover-up. 
He insisted he was always the 
messenger and never the m aster of a 
conspiracy to conceal the truth. 
The ousted White House counsel 
replied to the administration coun­ 
terattack with a new offensive of his 
own before the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee Wednesday.

Puts Feed 
O n Em bargo 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The Nixon 
administration, alarmed at soaring 
livestock feed costs has ordered an 
immediate embargo on further ex­ 
e r ts of high-protein soybeans and 
other oilseed products. 
“This 
is 
a 
d rastic 
action,” 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. But/, 
told a news conference Wednesday “ It 
was not taken lightly.” 
Blitz said, however, that the em ­ 
bargo* -directed mainly at soybeans 
would not reduce their exports greatly. 
He estimated that about 30 million 
bushels of soybeans probably would be 
saved by the embargo, a quantity ho 
said might be worth $300 million at 
current prices. 
One official said that a savings of 30 
million bushels of soybeans represents 
less than a two weeks supply for U.S. 
users. 
Sales to foreign markets from the 
1972 soybean crop were roughly 450 
million bushels. 
The order was issued by C o m m er ce 
Secretary Frederick B Dent, who said 
that the embargo would last at least 
until new crops of soybeans and cot­ 
tonseed, also covered, are harvested 
next fall. 
Farmers, particularly poultry men, 
have complained that soybean meal, a 
prime ingredient in feed preparation, 
is so costly that they have had to cut 
back on production. 
Cost of Living Council director John 
T. Dunlop called the embargo a move 
by the administration to put American 
consumers ahead of foreign trade. 
George B. Watts, president of the 
National Broiler Council, told a 
reporter that the embargo effect might 
be slow in coming. 
“We'll have to wait awl see,” Watts 
said. “ It may provide relief, especially 
to those who are out of m eal and can 
buy more if the price goes down. For 
those who have already stocked up, it 
could be another story.”

WASHINGTON (A P) - Some call it 
Washington’s newest Social Register, 
but the White House didn’t intend it 
that way. 
Nearly 200 names of the rich, the 
famous and the not-so-famous who 
didn’t get along with the Nixon ad­ 
ministration are inscribed on a so­ 
called “ Enemies lis t.” John W. Dean 
III says the list came from White 
House files entitled Opponents List and 
Political Enemies Project. 
The list itself and various related 
memoranda were turned over to the 
Senate Watergate committee Wed­ 
nesday by the 34-year-old fired White 
House counsel scheduled to return to 
the witness chair today for his fourth 
day of testimony. 
Some of those named expressed 
surprise. Others considered it an 
honor, and several people in the 
hearing room were disappointed at not 
making what one called “ Washing­ 
ton’s newest Social Register.” 
Former White House special counsel 
Charles W. Colson, whom Dean 
described as having had a key role in 
the enemies project, said the lengthy 
list prepared by the late George T. Bell 
in 1971 was kept solely to insure that 
those named weren’t invited to the 
White House for dinner. 
Dean testified that priority targets 
were selec ted from the list by Colson 
and other White House officials, in 
keeping with a plan to “ use the 
available federal machinery to screw 
our political enemies.”

EPA Action 
On Pollution 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )— The 6th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals today 
overturned 
federal 
approval 
of 
pollution abatement plans for Ken­ 
tucky and Ohio because data from in­ 
terested industries and other parties 
was riot taken into consideration by tin' 
Federal Environm ental Protection 
Agency. 
A three-judge panel vacated ap- 
iwoval of the state plans and remanded 
the case to Hie EPA for compliance 
with the Administrative Procedure 
Act. The act requires that interested 
parties participate in rulemaking 
procedures through submission of 
written data, views and arguments. 
The suit against tile EPA was filed 
by Buckeye Power Inc., East Ken­ 
tucky Rural Electrical Cooperative 
Corp., and Big Rivers Rural Electric 
Cooperative Corp. 
Tile public utility companies operate 
power plants in Ohio and Kentucky. 
They contended that approval of the 
state plans by the EPA violated the 
law because: 
Interested parties were not per­ 
mitted to participate in proceedings. 
The EPA disregarded the fact that 
it is “ impossible” for the industries to 
comply with the standards of the 
plans. 
The plans were approved without 
the filing of an Environmental Impact 
Statement.

VIENNA (A P) — The North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and the Warsaw 
Pact announced today they would dis­ 
cuss “ mutual reduction of forces and 
armaments and associated measures 
in central Europe” in a conference 
beginning here Oct. 30. 
The announcement was made in a 
final communique issued after a 30- 
minute session of the 19 delegations of 
the two military pacts. They concluded 
almost five months of preparatory 
talks on the issue of troop cuts. 
The communique added that the

objective of the negotiations will be to 
contribute to a more stable relation­ 
ship and to the strengthening of 
peace.”

The date and place of the fall talks 
had been a foregone conclusion after 
they were mentioned in a summary of 
the Nixon-Brezhnev talks. The final 
communique on the [>reliminary round 
here merely put the NATO seal of 
approval on it. 
NATO had pressed for a fall date and 
tile Soviet agreement with it was 
considered a concession.

No less than 5 billion new 
federal records are being 
created each year and stored in 
government buildings 
at a 
cost of $3 a square foot, on the 
average,” according to a 
Washington dispatch.

President Eisenhower in 1956

Budget to reduce the paper 
burden on business. 


Bed tape 
accumulation continues at a 
record pace. Obviously, it will

require stronger action than a 
presidential directive — such 
as 
President 
Eisenhower 
issued in 1956 — to relieve 
business 
of 
some 
of 
its 
reporting burden. 
What is required is a new 
commission, fashioned along 
the lines of the Hoover Com­ 
missions, but armed with the 
power to put into effect im­ 
provements 
approved 
by 
Congress. This 
might not 
succeed, but anything less will 
surely fail. 


Medical science and modern 
tools of economic 
progress 
have given man more years to 
enjoy life, even in the most 


primitive societies In tact, as 
UN studies show, the most 
backward regions show the 
greatest 
comparative 
ad­ 
vancement in longevity. 


This is a well-earned feather 
in the hats of the scientists who 
have brought it about, but it 
compounds the problems of 


this age group, as is 5 per cent 
of the world’s population as a 
whole. And this is the fastest 


overpopulation for the future. 
Regional 
problems 
of 
population density are not the 
only challenges to be overcome 
in the years ahead. 


Another effect of growing 
lifespans is the increasing 
numbers of persons over 65 
years of age in all populations, 
but particularly in the more 


advanced countries. 
More than 8 per cent of North 
America’s population is now of 


growing age group of all. Is 
modern industrial society, with 
its tendency toward earlier 
retirement from productive 
life, in conflict with population 
trends? 
This question is one the most 
advanced nation cannot avoid 
much longer, as populations 
continue what now appears to 
be a relentless geometric 
progression. 


Fake History? 


A major, big-budget movie is now in 
the works, starring Burt Lancaster 
and Robert Ryan, and setting forth the 
view that John F. Kennedy was 
assassinated not by Lee Harvey 
Oswald but as the result of a plot 
involving 
and you can guess who, 
can’t you? 
Texas oilmen, retired 
right-wing generals, ( ’.LA. agents and 
anti-Castro Cubans, plus the Mafia. 
It’s to be called “Executive Action.’’ 
Now, just on the face of it, this is a 
strange phenomenon. The Warren 
(Commission established the facts in 
the case, and left little doubt of 
Oswald’s culpability. Though the 
commission was a bit vague on his 
motivation, a subsequent study by 
Albert II. Newman, called “ The 
Assassination of John F. Kennedy: 
The Reasons Why,” established 
Oswald's motivation beyond all doubt: 
pro-4 'astro ideological passion. 
Why, then, stand history on its head 
and bring in the oilmen and the other 
rightwingers? 
And 
is 
there 
not 
something 
profoundly illegitimate about such 
fictionalization of history, taking 
individuals who actually existed and 
placing them in fictionalized situations 
that did not occur? 
As a matter of fact, “ Executive 
Action” is only the latest and most 
extreme version of this curious kind of 
production. The German playwright 
Rolf Hochuth has given us two 
historical figures, Pope Pius II and 
Winston Churchill, in fictionalized and 
historically misleading settings. We 
have had two fictitious treatments of 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg: the play 
Inquest’’ by Donald Freed, and the 
novel “ The Rook of Daniel,” by E. L. 
Doc toro w. And there have been others. 
Now 
these 
things 
are 
not 
“ revisionist” arguments, in which, on 
the basis of new evidence, it is argued 
that previous judgments were in­ 
correct. That would be perfectly 
legitimate. No, they do not present any

new evidence; they merely transport 
Hie real characters into a situation that 
did not exist. 
Interestingly enough, the fic­ 
tionalizing of the Rosenbergs is con­ 
nected with the Kennedy assassination 
movie: Donald Freed, the author of 
“ Inquest,” is one of the three principal 
script writers for the movie. The 
others are Dalton Trurnbo, a notable 
Old 
leftist and member of the 
Hollywood Ten group, and now sur­ 
facing after some years of obscurity, 
Mark Lane, the former left-wing 
Congressman, whose most recent 
venture was the publication of some 
faked 
interviews with 
Vietnam 
veterans. 
The 
movie 
is 
being 
bankrolled by one Herbert Magdison, a 
Dis Angeles businessman described as 
having been active in the “ anti-war 
movement.” 
It seems to me that it is inadequate 
lien* to say that what we are dealing 
with is merely a group of leftist zealots 
eager to use any stick to beat their 
favorite goblins, the Texan oilmen, the 
retired generals, and so on. For that 
purpose, a powerful piece of pure 
fiction, 
like 
the 
movie 
“ Dr. 
Strangelove” would surely Ix* more 
effective. 
Nor is such a movie likely to per­ 
suade anyone who knows anything 
about the Kennedy assassination that 
such right-wingers are the real 
culprits. A few boobs may swallow the 
story, but would that justify all the 
effort and expenditure? 
Hardly. 
Instead, such fictionalizing of recent 
history is one form of liberal-left myth­ 
making. 
The 
truth 
is 
that 
the 
prominent assassinations of the 1960s 
were either the work of leftists or nuts 
not rightists. The truth is that vir­ 
tually all the domestic violence of the 
1960s came from the left, not the right. 
But that fact is hard to face. The 
liberals and the left consider them­ 
selves to be 
and to Ik* unshakable 


good. And not only good, but rational 
and 
benevilent. 
Therefore, 
the 
powerful emotional drive exists to 
believe, or half believe, or pretend, 
that the violence “ really” came from 
oilmen, or whatever. 
Free of charge, I propose the 
following movie scripts to Mr. 
Magdison: Colonel Rudolph Abel, 
Interpol Triple Agent; How Alger Hiss 
Went to Jail to Save the U. N.; How 
Julius and Ethel Died for the Girl 
Scout Movement.

OSU, Hospital 
Cannot Be Sued

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Lately, I have a tendency to turn my 
ankle and sprain it. Some people say 
the best way is to walk on it im­ 
mediately after. Others say, “ Rest it.” 
What do you think? 
Mrs. G.F., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. F.: 
My immediate reaction is that you 
should avoid the opinion of well­ 
meaning friends and do the sensible 
thing — have your own doctor evaluate 
the problem. 
First, of course, you should find out 
why you tend to sprain your ankle so 
often. Can it possibly be your shoes? 
The new high platform shoes have in 
many instances been responsible for 
the sprained ankle menace that has 
become almost epidemic. 
One of the most difficult problems 
that presents itself to doctors is the 
diagnosis of a sprained ankle, with or 
without a tear of the ligaments. 
Sometimes, fluid and blood ac­ 
cumulate within the ankle joint. Oc­ 
casionally, muscles are tom and, not 
infrequently, a fracture has been 
overlooked 
by 
the 
homemade 
diagnosis of a sprained ankle. 
That which determines the treat­ 
ment is the exact diagnosis. 
On it 
depends the decision to strap the 
ankle, to place it in a cast, and to limit 
activity. 
The safest rule is to rest a sprained 
ankle until the diagnosis is made. 
In some simple cases, such as the 
sprained 
ankle 
with 
moderate 
swelling, and with a limited amount of 
blood beneath the surface, patients are 
permitted to walk after 24 or 36 hours. 


Our 6-year old daughter is allergic. 
We have been advised to make her 
room free from possible causes of 
allergy. 
Is it possible to eliminate all of­ 
fending substances this way? 
Mrs.L.L., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
If dust and molds are thought to be 
the offending substances, some at­ 
tempt can be made to make the room 
allergy-free. 
It is extremely difficult to eliminate 
all factors, but you can try by keeping 
the room uncluttered, thoroughly 
dusted, and free from everything but 
the most essential furniture. Rugs and 
carpeting should be removed. 
The mattress and pillows should be 
covered with some plastic material. 
Avoid wool blankets. Choose smooth 
simple materials for bedspread and 
curtains.

economic indicators rebounded with a 
strong increase in May after a sharp 
decline a month earlier, the Com­ 
merce Department said Wednesday. 
The April decline was widely in­ 
terpreted as showing that the pace of 
the fast-expanding economy was 
beginning to slow. 
The index, which is supposed to be 
sensitive to broad ups and downs in the 
economy, rose 1.5 per cent last month, 
the department said, with six of the 
eight economic indicators available 
showing improvement. 
The Nixon administration has been 
watching for signs that the economy 
will cool and relieve some of the in­ 
flationary pressures building up. The 
May report of leading indicators gave 
no such signal. 
The April index, 
which earlier 
showed a drop of 0.6 per cent, actually 
fell by 1.7 per cent after revisions were 
made, the department said. 
The six indicators showing im­ 
provement were initial claims for 
unemployment insurance, new orders 
for durable goods, contracts and or­ 
ders for plant and equipment, the ratio 
of prices and labor costs, industrial 
materials prices and building permits. 
There were unfavorable movements 
in the average work week and stock 
prices, the report said.

Advertising Changes Needed 


NKW YORK (A P ) 
Faith Popcorn 
thinks there should Im * more than a 
kernel of truth in advertising. 
That’s why the next IO years of her 
career in advertising are, she says, 
especially important. She has a chance 
to change the way the advertising 
industry looks at women and at truth. 
ITetty, 28-year-old Faith was born 
not Popcorn but Plotkin. A boss in one 
of her first jobseouldn’t pronounce her 
real name, so the mispronunciation 
stayed. In advertising, she says, it isn’t 
a handicap to have an unusual name. 
Faith’s parents are attorneys, and 
that’s what she started out to be — a 
specialist in criminal law, a dramatic 
specialist. 
“ That’s what I am now, in a way. 
I’m trying to save people, but through 
tile advertising industry,” she says. 
Faith is vice-president and creative 
director of the Smith Greenland 
Agency now, but she got involved in 
advertising by fluke. A man she was 
seeing was in advertising, and la* 
suggested that she take a course or two 
so she could understand his business 
lietter. 
Boyfriend was left behind when 
Faith got involved in writing con­ 
ventional ads for $85 a week. 
At first she hated it. She says she 
didn’t like manipulating people the1 
way she was lured to do. 
“ I started getting really angry,” 
Fa itll remembers, “ then I was fired. 
But a new agency hired me, and 
they’ve been supporting my ideas. 
They are letting me find out what kind 
of advertising people remember, what 
means something to them.” 
In her search, Faith has done 
laundry with young mothers and 
climbed scaffolding of buildings under 
construction to talk about a working 
man’s beer. 
One of her strongest points is that 
tekevision advertising should lie more 
honest. If it takes two washings to 
make clothes white, she says, the 
commercial should say so. She finks it 
is immoral to let people believe just 
one washing will take out ground-in 
red clay. 
To back up her research and ideas, 
Faith talks to average jieople. With the

C LEV ELA N D , Ohio ( A P ) — An 
animal welfare organization launched 
a campaign Wednesday to stop the 
slaughter of thousands of robins in 
Canada’s Maritime Provinces.

SAN DIEGO (AP) — The American 
Basketball Association is tinkering 
with the rule book again.

childhood kidney disease treatment to 
learn whether it is as effective for 
many as it has been for a few. 
The disease is nephrosis, which 
affects the part of the kidney that 
filters the blood. It causes fluid to 
accumulate in body tissues. 
The treatment is a combination of a 
new drug (chlorambucil) used in 
fighting cancer of the lymph system, 
and another 
(prednisone) 
already 
being used against nephrosis. 
The combination, developed at 
University Hospitals here, has caused 
the disease to completely disappear in 
23 patients to whom it has been given 
for almost six years. 
The tests have been run by the 
developer of the treatment, Dr. 
Warren Grupe, director of pediatric 
nephrology at University Hospitals 
and a 
teacher at 
Case 
Western 
Reserve University. 
‘‘The addition of chlorambucil 
seems to have turned off the disease 
completely,” Grupe said. 
The expanded study is being made at 
the center here and in medical centers 
at the University of Kansas, Univer­ 
sity of Kentucky and Indiana Univer­ 
sity.

compound called the Plantation, near 
Hanoi. 
Col. Theodore W. Guy, of Tucson, 
Ariz., the ranking U.S. officer in the 
POW compound, filed the charges. The 
secretary of the Navy is considering 
the charges to determine whether a 
formal inquiry which could lead to 
court-martial should be ordered. 
Although the family was secluded, 
friends said the young sergeant had 
been reticent about discussing his case 
or POW experience. 
Kavanaugh was captured April 2, 
1968, while on patrol in South Vietnam 
and was listed as missing in action for 
3*2 years before his family learned he 
was a prisoner.

HATZEVA, Israel (A P) - 
Like a lost tribe of the Old 
Testament, a little band of 
pioneer Jews led by a former 
court reporter from Miami 
has been living in the sun- 
seared Negev Desert for six

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BILLERIC A , Mass. (AP)

42-year-old county 
jailhouse in a suburb north of 
Boston is the nation’s most 
progressive prison, its sheriff 
says, a place where young 
inmates are rewarded for 
learning talents that will keep 
them from coming back. 
In the red-brick Billerica 
House of Correction and Jail, 
prisoners who take vocational 
courses and behave are given 
what they 
want most — 
freedom. 
The privileges range from 
private 
meetings 
with 
girlfriends in the sheriff’s 
office to week-long trips home 
to see their families and look 
for jobs. And the inmates who 
do the best get the most. 
The prison really isn’t a 
prison at all, says Sheriff 
John J. Buckley. Ifs more 
like a hospital. 
“ What we’ve dom* is bring 
about radical change without 
crisis. I consider myself as 
much of a revolutionary as a 
man with a heard and a 
sign,” said Buckley, 43, a 
short, balding man with 
glasses. 
Two years ago, Buckley 
became 
the 
Republican 
sheriff of Democratic Mid­ 
dlesex County. He said he 
wanted to make the county 
prison something more than a 
stopover for young offenders 
on their way to becoming 
professional criminals. 
In­ 
stead, it should convince 
them to do something else for 
a living. 
Doing this, he says, means 
treating convicts as humans. 
And it means 
spending 
money 
lots of it. Currently, . 
Buckley says, his prison is 
spending $10,(KHI 
year on 
each inmate 
$2,000 more 
than is spent per inmate at 
the 
state’s 
maximum 
security prison. 
Much of the money comes 
from a host of federal grants, 
but Buckley says the prison 
system is “ pricing itself out 
of business” and he sees the 
<lay when county jails will 
close because of the cost 
factor. 
When Buckley arrived, 
Billerica’s 
rehabilitation 
program consisted of a broom 
factory, a dairy farm, a herd 
of pigs and 
a 
vegetable 
garden. Only the garden 
remains 
In their place are shops 
where 
prisoners 
learn 
drafting, television repair, 
auto mechanics, home wiring 
and small engine work There 
are courses in art, music, 
reading and math Some earn 


high school diplomas. 
“ The emphasis before was 
custody,” 
Buckley 
said, 
“ Now it’s rehabilitation.” 
For Buckley, this means a 
large staff that can give in­ 
mates individual attention. 
Besides 150 guards, the 
prison employes two full-time 
lawyers, three psychiatrists, 
nine 
caseworkers, 
coun­ 
selors, 
teachers, 
social 
workers, a doctor and a 
dentist. 
Since Buckley took over, 
arriving inmates have been 
given physical exams and 
sessions with counselors to 
talk over the problems. Then, 
depending on their needs, 
they meet with workers who 
give them advice on jobs, 
m arriage 
troubles 
and 
whatever else is bothering 
them. 
Other reforms, like being 
able to control the lights in 
their rooms, skip breakfast, 
have televisions and put on 
barbeques for their families 
in the prison yard, seem 
small. 
But they bike 
on 
awesome importance for men 
who homes are tiny, single 
cells. 
M<»st of the 350 inmates are 
young. The average age is 21, 
the average education ninth 
grade. Most stay about six 
months, the longest 24 years. 
The goal of his prison is not 
punishment, Buckley says, 
but getting the men back into

Cincy Stadium N ow Political Issue 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The 
collapse of a multi-million dollar en­ 
terprise to build a coliseum in Cin­ 
cinnati has emerged as a political 
issue reaching all the way to the Ohio 
governor’s mansion. 
Five local banks ended negotiations 
last week with Cincinnati Sports Inc. 
for financing an $18 million, 17,00-seat 
professional hockey-basketball-tennis 
arena downtown. 
GSI, made up of some of the city's 
premier industrial families, blasted 
the Charterite-Democrat majority on 
Cincinnati City Council and Ohio Gov. 
jonn J . (Milligan for “ not showing more 
leadership.” 
Several Republican councilmen 
jumped on the issue as a chance to 
regain the control of the city they had 
had for 14 years. 
Councilman 
Ralph 
Kohnen, 
a 
Republican “ sensing” the impending 
collapse, called June 13 for a bond 
issue to finance the stadium. The next 
day, the banks said they were stepping 
out. 
Odes DeCoursey III, a freshman 
OOP candidate, announced he would 
base his campaign on the issue, saying 
Republicans, who build Riverfront 
Stadium, “ are the only ones who have 
proved 
their 
leadership in 
ac­ 
complishing” large development 
programs. 
The collapse has also thrown a $70 
million Riverfront development into 
confusion and City Manager E. Robert 
Turner said fast changes in plans must 
be made to justify current applications 
for federal funds. 
CSI executives said that former Gov. 
James A. Rhodes and former Mayor 
Eugene Ruehlinann showed the ability 
and fortitude to push through and 
complete the stadium in 1970. It never 
came to a vote of the people.

Unlike the vetoed supplemental 
money measure, Hie debt ceiling bill 
and continuing resolution

become law by midnight Saturday for 
the government to continue to meet its 
financial obligations. 
With a majority of the Senate clearly 
determined at this point to insist on a 
halt in bombing, the choice for Nixon 
could come down to a choice between 
the continued bombing of Cambodia or 
funds for federal operations, warned 
Eagleton and Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield. 
“ If the President doesn’t want to 
stop the bombing and wants instead to 
stop the government from functioning, 
that is the President’s responsibility,” 
Mansfield shouted.
